The SuperNet is coming to Didsbury but residents will have a 
choice, as early as this fall, about who they can purchase high¬ 
speed Internet from. 

The contracts for Alberta SuperNet signed July 24 by Innova¬ 
tion and Science Minister Victor Doerksen and representatives from 
Bell Intrigna and Axia IP Services, mark a significant milestone in 
building a foundation for improved services in e-learning e-health, 
e-government and e-commerce. 

At the same time Shaw will offer high speed Internet through 
cable lines and local residents will have a choice of a high speed 
Internet provider. 

Town of Didsbury CAO Evan Parliament said the Town is al¬ 
ready set up with high-speed Internet through a wireless connec¬ 
tion. He believes that in one year residents could have three or four 
options for the service. 

"Some of the remote communities may only have access to the 
SuperNet. But communities that are closer to major centres like 
Didsbury will have several options that a person can choose from." 

SuperNet will make access to high-speed broadband services avail¬ 
able to 4,700 facilities 422 communities across Alberta. The gov¬ 
ernment of Alberta will provide a maximum of $193 million to the 
cost-shared project to build the Extended Area of the network, con¬ 
sisting of 395 communities; Bell Intrigna and Bell Nexxia will in¬ 
vest $102 million for the Base Area, consisting of 27 communities. 
In total, SuperNet will require a $295 million investment. 

In addition to connecting every hospital, school, library and pro¬ 
vincial government facility in the province. Alberta SuperNet will 
allow Internet Service Providers (whether existing or newt access 
to the network at competitive rates. These Service Providers, in 
turn will be able to make commercial and residential high-speed 
Internet services available at rates comparable to those in Edmon¬ 
ton or Calgary. 

Having high speed Internet will be good for businesses and good 
for the Town of Didsbury said Parliament. 

The Town of Didsbury uses the tool in many different ways. The 
high speed connection has allowed them to transfer documents back 
and forth to a variety of agencies and have saved on courier costs 
in the process. The Town also set up a website in 1997 which has 
been a tool in keeping people up-to-date on many different programs 
and issues. 

"It has become almost as important as having a postal box." 

The Town is planning on making improvements on-line in the 
future that will allow people to see their account with the Town on 
line and allow them to pay bills that way. 

Currently the Town of Didsbury website provides everything 
from recreation program information to minutes from council meet¬ 
ings. High speed Internet is also something businesses are demanding 
when they arrive in Town. When the Town opened their new In¬ 
dustrial Subdivision earlier this year, arrangements were made to 
make sure high speed Internet would be part of the package.

Construction on local highway will start next year 

Contract will be advertised between now and Christmas so project starts next year.

Construction on Highway 
‘2A between Didsbury and Car- 
stairs will most-likely start 
next year says an engineer for 
Alberta Transportation. 

Construction Engineer 
Fred Lee said that project, 
which is on the three-year 
program for highway im¬ 
provement, will be advertised 
to prospective contractor be¬ 
tween now and Christmas so 
that work may begin in 2002. 

"We have the project ready 
and construction will start 
next year," said Lee adding 


that the project will be the fin¬ 
ishing touch on the stretch of 
road that runs from the Acme 
overpass to Bowden. 

Annual budgets dictate 
when a road goes under con¬ 
struction and there was 
speculation that work on the 
road may have been started in 
the fall. Lee said that it was 
a ranking system that deter¬ 
mined the project would fit 
into the three year plan and 
budgets that determined the 
project would be started in 
2002. 

"We want to award the con¬ 


tract in the fall so the con¬ 
tractor can line up the equip¬ 
ment and the manpower for 
early next year," said Lee 
from his Calgary office. 

In 1993, the stretch of 
Highway 2A between Olds 
and Bowden was started and 
the final paving stage was 
completed in 1996. In 1997 
the portion between Carstairs 
and Crossfield was completed 
while the Didsbury to Olds 
portion was started the next 
year. 

Lee said the contract that

General contract for new pool in 
Olds awarded to Alberta company 


On Thursday, 26 July at 
4.30 pm, Town Council an¬ 
nounced at a Special Council 
Meeting that the General 
Contract for the Aquatic Cen¬ 
tre construction was awarded 
to Scott Builders Inc. 

Scott Builders Inc., with 
offices in Calgary and Red 
Deer has been involved in the 
construction of several major 
projects in Alberta, including 
the Collicutt Hanover facility 
outside of Red Deer. They 
have a good reputation 
within the recreation con¬ 
struction field as conscien¬ 
tious managers. Some of the 
recreation facilities they have 
built include the Carstairs 
Arena, Stettler Complex, and 
the Red Deer College expan¬ 
sion. Construction of the Olds 
Aquatic Centre will begin im¬ 
mediately, with an anticipated 
completion date of September 
2002 . 

An official Sod Turning 
Ceremony at the future 
Aquatic Centre site kicked off 
the construction process at 
5.00 pm on 26 July, with Town 
Council' special guests and 
members of the public in at¬ 
tendance. 

Cohos Evamy Partners was 
contracted in 1999 to assist 
the Town of Olds in develop¬ 
ing designs and plans for the 
Aquatic Centre. Their team of 
architects and engineers 
brought together the ideas of 
the community through pub¬ 
lic meetings. Pool 2000 mem¬ 
ber input and regular consul¬ 
tation with the design com¬ 
mittee. 

Stuart Ray, Director of 
Community Services, and 
Olds College's Manager of 
Facilities, Wayne Milaney, 


have been the key liaison be¬ 
tween the Town and Cohos 
Evamy on the operational and 
technical aspects of the 
Aquatic Centre. Their com¬ 
bined experience of over 50 
years in facilities operation 
and construction has been in¬ 
valuable in the development 
of this facility. 

Wayne Milaney has been 
hired as Project Manager for 
the duration of construction, 
which involves overseeing the 
day-to-day constructiori ac¬ 
tivities to ensure quality con¬ 
trol of the project. 

The original budget for the 
Aquatic Centre was $4.6 mil¬ 
lion. Through extensive plan¬ 
ning and design revisions, the 
Town has been able to meet 


this budget. The construction 
cost of the project will be $3.9 
million. The Aquatic Centre 
will feature an 82-metre wa¬ 
ter slide, a five-lane 25-metre 
main swimming pool, a chil¬ 
dren's pool and a whirlpool. 
Special attention has been 
given to make every part of 
the facility accessible to those 
with mobility difficulties. 

Financing for the project 
has come from many sources. 
Individuals, businesses and 
service clubs have all gener¬ 
ously made donations to see 
this project to realization. 
Alberta Community Develop¬ 
ment has been instrumental 
in funding the project with a 
contribution of $2,125 mil¬ 
lion towards the cost.

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THE AIR WE BREATHE 

Does air quality 
determine our health?

Nothing is more important than the air we breath. 

Air quality monitoring is expected to expand its data collec¬ 
tion to include human health and its correlation to air quality. 

PAMZ (Parkland Airshed Management Zone) a technical work¬ 
ing group, includes representatives from local industries, envi¬ 
ronmental committees and government agencies. 

Currently their data is used by the Energy Utilities Board and 
Alberta Health - their guidelines are aimed at acute exposures. 

"We don’t know enough about long term effects to chronic 
exposure,” said Warren. 

The study, which is in its early stages, would look at health 
records of residents in this zone. 

“We intend to look at the health records and have some people 
wear specialized monitoring equipment and also use the data from 
ambient monitoring stations to see if there is any correlation 
between health and air quality,” said Warren. 

A human health committee is putting together a formal re¬ 
quest to Alberta Health for funding. The study is expected to cost 
in the million dollar range and although PAMZ would not be pro¬ 
viding funding for the study they intend to support it by sharing 
data and resources.

“The perception in this area is we have a high rate of respira¬ 
tory illness, these would be the things we are looking for,” said 
Warren. 

Currently PAMZ measures for levels of sulphur dioxide, hy¬ 
drogen sulphide, oxides of nitrogen, particulate matter and ozone. 
Areas monitored by PAMZ include Mountain View County, M.D. 
of Clearwater and parts of Red Deer County including Innisfail 
and Bowden. 200,000 people live in the zone being monitored. 

Future monitoring will also specialize around specific areas 
such as intensive livestock operations. 

“Our information is still in the monitoring phase. We will take 
the data we are collecting, analyze it and make judgements about 
the air quality to come up with future management plans,” said 
Warren. 

Funding for current projects is based on emissions, inventory 
which has determined 87 per cent of the area’s emissions come 
from industries that operate in the zone. The remaining 13 per 
cent is made by residents living in the zone either by driving 
their cars and heating homes. 

Warren hopes a health study will be in effect by the end of 
2002. He says everyone realizes the value of addressing air qual¬ 
ity concerns through this process. 

“At the end of the day we want to make sure we are breathing 
clean air and it doesn’t get worse,” concluded Warren.

COUNTY ELECTION 


Charlie Van Arnam throws his hat in the ring for County race

With the announcement that 
Division 2 councilor Diane 
Davies will not be seeking re- 
election someone has stepped 
forward to announce their con¬ 
tention for the Division 2 chair. 

Charlie Van Arnam who has 
lived in Mountain View County 
for over 20 years 
is ready to work at maintain¬ 
ing the strong position the 
county has been able to work 
to over the years. 

“I think the county is in 
pretty good shape and I’d like 
to see it stay that strong,” said 
Van Arnam. 

Van Arnam says he has a 
strong background in the 
county and in a number of ar¬ 
eas that will make him an ex¬ 
cellent candidate for elected of¬ 
fice. 

Over the 20 years he has 
been in the area he has oper¬ 
ated an intensive livestock op¬ 


eration, a mixed farm and is 
now an acreage owner. So he 
says he has perspective from 
almost every level of country 
living. 

He has served on boards at 
both the provincial and national 
level, he is currently the presi¬ 
dent of the Credit Union and the 
treasurer for the Cremona Con¬ 
gregational Church. 

If elected Van Arnam says 
one of his goals is to develop 
stronger inter-municipal rela¬ 
tions with urban centres in the 
county. 

“I feel there is a lot we can 
do to help each other, for ex¬ 
ample shared costs, better serv¬ 
ices,” said Van Arnam. 

“I think what needs to be 
done is regular open communi¬ 
cation.” 

The best way to accomplish 
that goal he says is to estab¬ 
lish a sense of honesty and 
trust among the urbans and the 


county. 

“I don’t expect to see eye to 
eye on everything as long 
there’s a good 

working relationship,” said 
Van Arnam. 

Another issue he would like 
to address is multi-lot subdivi¬ 
sion development, something 
he believes is putting a lot of 
stress on rural communities, 
especially in the Water Valley 
area. 

“I don't think the infrastruc¬ 
ture is there, and I don’t think 
it’s what most rural residents 
want, but I try to be open 
minded,” said Van Arnam. 

Overall Van Arnam says the 
county has been doing a good 
job. However, there are places 
where there is room for im¬ 
provement, he adds. 

For instance he believes that 
the style of governance that is 
being practiced puts too much 
emphasis on councilors han¬ 


dling administrative responsi¬ 
bilities. 

“One of the things that con¬ 
cerns me is the councilors are 
too involved in the day to day 
business, I don’t particularly 
like that style of governance,” 
said Van Arnam. 

“It’s not a councilor’s job to 
tell a graderoperator where to 
go and when to go there. I feel 
councilors should have broad 
input into those sorts of details. 
To me the detailed work belongs 
in the hands of trained indi¬ 
viduals. 

“Council’s role is to set the 
parameters and the priorities 
and let the people hired do their 
jobs. 

"Hirt of the problem is they 
are making decisions on things 
where council should be setting 
policy and direction, they are 
getting too bogged down in ad¬ 
ministrative detail.” 

A big issue that is currently 


being decided on by the county 
are the plans for the new ad¬ 
ministration building. Van 
Arnam says he has no problem 
with a new building but believes 
the way the county is approach¬ 
ing the new building is flawed. 

“I do have a problem with 
an architectural nightmare,” 
said Van Arnam. “I don’t sup¬ 
port that kind of thing, if a pri¬ 
vate company wants to build 
something like that that’s one 
thing, but for public money we 
have to be responsible. It 
doesn’t have to be some monu¬ 
ment.” 

Davies who says she won’t 
he running again feels it's time 
to give someone else an oppor¬ 
tunity. 

“I want to relax and spend 
more time with my family and 
just get back to knowing the 
people in my community as 
friends again, and not as a 
councilor,” said Davies.

Karl Toft, who was convicted 
Richard in New Brunswick was eligible for 

parole and statutory release on 
Friday last week. 

Public outcry has forced the 
commissioner to have another 
look at the case and at press time Toft was still in prison. 

Why is it that a 13-year sentence really isn't a 13-year sen¬ 
tence? Why is a life sentence not a life-sentence? We as Canadi¬ 
ans don't realize that criminals are getting punishment that is 
too soft until they are eligable to be released. 

It is reassuring that Canadians are standing up and speak¬ 
ing out against having this sex-offender released before his sen¬ 
tence is done. But in order to make real changes so this doesn’t 
happen every time someone is about to be released, the rules 
have to be changed. Creating a stir on individual cases is not 
enough. 

More distressing in the Tof' case is that the pedofile’s law¬ 
yer has sent a letter to the Eu.nonton City Police threatening 
legal action if they warn residents about Toft’s release. The 
lawyer cites that because of his clients background he may be a 
target for vigalante justice. That may be entirely possible. Toft 
perhaps wants to go back to living a normal life without being 
looked down apon as a sex-offender, but the public should be 
put first and if there is even just a one per cent chance that 
Toft will reoffend, the public’s safety needs to be put first. The 
victims of Toft’s crime are still trying to cope with what hap¬ 
pened so many years ago begging the question of why the crimi¬ 
nal should get the easy way out. 

Laws should be made for public safety, not for loopholes so 
that criminals are protected. What Toft did was heinous and 
the rest of his life should be a reflection of the poor decisions he 
made and acted upon in the past. 

The important thing in situations like this is the public and 
whether or not they are going to be safe. The criminals should 
come last. Toft should stay in jail for his entire sentence. If he 
is still a risk then, he should perhaps retire there.

EDITORIAL 

Canada has a rich tradition of 
referendums on various issues 


Contrary to popular myth, 
Canada has a rich tradition of 
referendums on issues: giving 
women the right to vote, day¬ 
light savings time, liquor pro¬ 
hibition, military conscription, 
public health insurance, bal¬ 
anced budget legislation, and 
constitutional change to name 
a few. 

There have been over 60 ref¬ 
erendums at the federal and 
provincial levels since 1878, 
plus hundreds of municipal ref¬ 
erendums in cities and towns 
across Canada 

National referendums were 
held on liquor prohibition 
(1898), mandatory military 
conscription (1942), and con¬ 
stitutional changes proposed in 


the Charlottetown Accord 
(1992). 

In a 1916 referendum, men 
in British Columbia voted 68% 
in favour of giving women the 
right to vote. British 
Columbians have also voted on 
daylight savings time (1952 and 
1972), public health insurance 
(1948), and laws to prohibit or 
regulate the sale of alcohol 
(1909. 1916, 1924 and 1952). In 
a referendum held at the same 
time as the 1991 provincial 
election, over 80% of British 
Columbians voted in favour of 
having legislation to enable citi¬ 
zens' initiative as well as the 
recall of MLAs. 

Referendums are the Cana¬ 
dian way. 


Here in Alberta, our history 
of referendums includes votes 
on the prohibition of alcohol 
and the regulation of its sale 
(1915, 1920. 1923, and 1957). 
In 1948, Albertans voted 
50.03% against a proposal to 
create a publicly owned utility 
for the generation and distri¬ 
bution of electricity. Albertans 
voted 51 % against switching 
to daylight savings time in 
1967, and 61% in favour in 
1971. 

By voting in favour of the 
Citizens' Initiative Act, MLAs 
will enhance our heritage of 
direct democracy.

Notices to control 
this weed will be issued in 
the hardest hit areas of 
the county - Bearberry 
and Eagle Hill. As it is 
generally too late in the 
growing season to con¬ 
trol the weed this year, 
these notices will be effec¬ 
tive for one year from 
their date of issuance. Be¬ 
tween now and then, 
Mountain View County 
staff will try to do all that 
they can to assist farm¬ 
ers in carrying out this 
required control of tall 
buttercup 

Mountain View County 
currently has an incen¬ 
tive program to assist 
fanners in controlling 
tall buttercup. Ifyou have 
invested in controlling 
this weed in 2001, you 
may be eligible to receive: 
$1.75 per acre on the cost 
of custom herbicide appli¬ 
cation, and you may be 
eligible for a 10 r /r rebate 
on the cost of herbicide 
used. Contact Mountain 
View County for more in¬ 
formation. 

Tall buttercup is palat¬ 
able to livestock after it 


has gone to seed and died, 
or after it has been cut as 
part of a hay crop. How¬ 
ever, the seeds wild sur¬ 
vive digestion. This sea¬ 
son, farmers should con¬ 
sider taking steps that 
minimize the potential for 
spreading this weed 
through livestock feeding 
and movement. 

The county is currently 
investigating biological 
(that is, non-chemical) 
controls of tall buttercup. 
If you have noticed tall 
buttercup being attacked 
by insects or disease on 
your farm, please contact 
the county as soon as pos¬ 
sible. 

By working together, 
and by looking for new 
and innovative ways to 
control till buttercup and 
other noxious and re¬ 
stricted weeds, we can gel 
ahead in our efforts to 
protect agriculture and 
our environment from 
these pests.

Tall buttercup has had 
an increasing impact on 
the agricultural commu¬ 
nity in Mountain View 
County. This summer, it 
has become all too com¬ 
mon in pastures and open 
wet areas. The plant, 
which can be up to 3 feet 
tall and has very few 
leaves in the upper two- 
thirds of the plant, is eas¬ 
ily recognized by the 
small (about nickel to 
quarter-sized), waxy yel¬ 
low' flowers with five pet¬ 
als. Tall buttercup is a 
problem because cattle 
will not graze it, as it 
causes pain and inflam¬ 
mation in the animals. It 
is a perennial that 
spreads by seed. This 
year, many pastures in 
the county were almost 
completely yellow with 
this weed 

Tall buttercup is clas¬ 
sified as a noxious weed 
under the Weed Control 
Act. Many farmers in the 
county have been trying 
their best to control tall 
buttercup, and are 
thanked for their efforts. 
The county is also very 
active in controlling the 
weed in roadside ditches. 
The control of the weed 
can be expensive and la¬ 
bour intensive, and the 
economic losses to the 
farmer considerable. In 
addition, the weed has 
negative environmenta 
impacts, as it out-com- 
petes our native plants. 
Test plots established by 
the county show that the 
weed can be controlled. 
Interested farmers can 
still see the results of 
these tests on the Bear- 
berry Road, about three 
and a half miles east of the 
store 

Despite these efforts, 
however, the weed seems 
to still be getting an up¬ 
per hand. Therefore, 
Mountain View County 
has decided to get more 
aggressive in protecting 
the interests of all farm-

24-year-old Anita 
Reimer is living a 
dream in a big city 


In a New 
York Groove

Different places and new faces have always 
appealed to 24-year-old Anita Reimer. 

After graduating from Olds Koinonia 
Christian school, the Didsbury native went 
to school in the United States in Colorado and 
Indiana. After that she studied languages in 
Germany and Italy. 

So it should come as little surprise that when 
the Big Apple presented an opportunity for her, 
it was a natural decision to make. 

Reimer found a job-posting on the Internet for 
a track-and-field coach for Nyack College in New 
York. A track star in high school, the Didsburian 
went to school in the States on a track scholar¬ 
ship. Coaching was something she always wanted 
to do and it was a chance to live in a city that is 
known as a cultural mecca around the world. 

"I have a passion for travelling,'' said Reimer. "I 
love the different cultures and meeting new people 
and seeing new places." 

The love of travelling and a goal of coaching to be 
realized made the decision an easy one to make. 

"I have always wanted to teach theatre and coach 
cross-country at a college. This was my chance to do 
one of those things," said Reimer who is contemplating 
getting her masters in the future so she can realize her 
other goal. 

"I thought living in New York would be exciting and 
it was an opportunity for discipleship and mentoring stu¬ 
dents. 

In addition to coaching the cross-country team, which 
competes at the NCAA Division II level, Reimer is also an 
academic advisor for student athletes. She meets with ath¬ 
letes who have less than a 2.5 GPA (out of four) once a 
week and sometimes offers tutorial services. 

The job as the cross-country coach is a Monday to Friday 
endeavour and as part of her job she will accompany ath¬ 
letes to their meets. One will be held in New York and the 
rest will be out-of-state. 

The appeal of the sport of cross-country appeals to Reimer 
because they coincide with the attitudes she carries about life. 

"The strength of character, the mental toughness, the spir¬ 
itual principles - courage, preserverance and determination. 
Even when it’s hard or your tired and weary it is about continu¬ 
ing on" said Reimer explaining why she loves the sport. 

Reimer explains that being away so much does take away from 
time that she spends with her family, but with her constant 
adventurism she has become used to being out of country and 
dealing with what comes with that. 

"I miss my family and my church (Chinook Winds). I also miss 
my friends but I come home every now and then. But I don’t really 
get home sick anymore. I am used to being away now."

AROUND THE CIRCLE 


QUESTION: My son is an outstanding gymnast. His 
high school coach says he has more natural ability than 
anyone he’s ever seen. Yet when he is being judged in a 
competitive meet, he does terribly! Why does he fail dur¬ 
ing the most important moments? 

DR. DOBSON: If your son thinks of himself as a fail¬ 
ure, his performance will probably match his low self-im¬ 
age when the chips are down. In the same way, there are 
many excellent golfers on the PGA tour who make a satis¬ 
factory living in tournament play, but they never win. They 
may even place as high as second, third, sixth or 10th. 
Whenever it looks like they might come in first, however, 
they “choke” at the last minute and someone else wins. It 
is not that they want to fail; rather, they can’t conceive of 
themselves as winners and their performance merely re¬ 
flects this image. I once spoke with a concert pianist of 
outstanding talent who had resolved never to play in pub¬ 
lic again. She knew she was blessed with remarkable tal¬ 
ent, but believed she was a loser in every other regard. 
Consequently, when she played the piano on stage, her mis¬ 
takes and errors crept into her performance. Each time 
this mortifying experience occurred, she became more con¬ 
vinced of her own unworthiness in every area. She has 
now withdrawn into the secluded, quiet world of the have- 
nots. A person’s self-concept is instrumental in determin¬ 
ing those who are “winners” and those who see themselves 
as “losers.” Professional tennis players call this charac¬ 
teristic “tournament toughness,” but it is really nothing 
more than confidence in action. 

QUESTION: Is this true of mental ability, too? My 12- 
year-old was asked to recite a poem at a school function 
the other day, and he went completely blank in front of the 
crowd. I know he knew the poem perfectly because he said 
it dozens of times at home. He’s a bright child, but he’s 
had this trouble before. Why does his mind “turn off” when 
he’s under pressure? 

DR. DOBSON: It will be helpful to understand an im¬ 
portant characteristic of intellectual functioning. Your 
son’s self-confidence, or the lack of it, actually affects the 
way his brain operates. All of us have experienced the frus¬ 
tration of mental “blocking,” which you described. This 
occurs when a name or fact or idea just won’t surface to 
the conscious mind, even though we know it is recorded in 
the memory. Or suppose we are about to speak to an an¬ 
tagonistic group and our mind suddenly goes blank. This 
kind of blocking usually occurs (1) when social pressure 
is great, and (2) when self-confidence is low. Why? Because 
emotions affect the efficiency of the human brain. Unlike 
a computer, our mental apparatus functions properly only 
when a delicate biochemical balance exists between the 
neural cells. This substance makes it possible for a cell to 
“fire” its electrochemical charge across the gap (synapse) 
to another cell. It is now known that a sudden emotional 
reaction can instantly change the nature of that biochem¬ 
istry, interfering with the impulse. This blockage prevents 
the electrical charge from being relayed and the thought 
is never generated. This mechanism has profound implica¬ 
tions for human behavior. For example, a child who feels 
inferior and intellectually inadequate often does not even 
make use of the mental power with which he has been en¬ 
dowed. His lack of confidence produces a disrupting men¬ 
tal inefficiency, and the two factors go around in an end¬ 
less cycle of defeat. This is seemingly what happened to 
your son when he “forgot” the poem. 

QUESTION: What can I do to help him? 

DR. DOBSON: Actually, it is not unusual for a 12- 
year-old to choke in front of a crowd. I once stood before 
300 fellow teen-agers with my words stuck in my throat 
and my mind totally out to lunch. It was a painful experi¬ 
ence, but time gradually erased its impact. As your child 
matures, he will probably overcome the problem if he can 
experience a few successes to build his confidence. Any¬ 
thing that raises self-esteem will reduce the frequency of 
mental blocking for children and adults alike.

I believe we’re up 
to about 80 entries now and approximately a 40 - 45 minute 
run time,” says Smith. 

But Smith is quick to mention that the annual summer¬ 
time attraction might not be fortunate enough to enjoy con¬ 
tinued success without the volunteer efforts of the local 
Elks organization. “Our budget for the Parade each year 
is about $3000.00 which in turn is dedicated for prizes, do¬ 
nations to the Shriner’s Club and added attractions like 
the hiring of a pipe band that we book to perform in the 
parade each year.” Smith says donations to the Shriner’s 
Club are offered on a reciprocal basis. “The Shriner’s are a 
great benefit to the community and to the charities they 
support.” 

With entries coming from as far off as Calgary and area, 
Smith says it is not unrealistic to anticipate a pretty good 
drawing area for the Parade again this year. “The nice 
thing about our Parade is that there is no registration. We 
simply ask that anyone interested in being in the parade 
start lining up for the judging at 10:30am near the Hi Ho 
Gas Station.” From there entries will be shuffled and or¬ 
ganized by Elks members according to their class. Catego¬ 
ries include: Commercial, Non-Commercial, Antiques. Chil¬ 
dren, Clowns and a special “open” class. 

Anyone unfamiliar with the Didsbury Parade Route can 
catch the excitement as the line-up leaves the Hi Ho Gas 
Station at approximately 11:00am progressing down main 
street to the four-way stop, then turning east towards the 
Hospital where the entries will be instructed to disperse. 
“There is no registration,” says Smith. Further informa¬ 
tion about the Parade can be obtained through advertise¬ 
ments and updates published over the next few weeks in 
the Didsbury Review.

OLDS FAIR 

Fair will determine 
Agricultural Society 
scholarship recipients 


Olds Agricultural Society (OAS) has revamped their scholar¬ 
ship program and will provide three $1000 scholarships to exhibi¬ 
tors at the 2001 Mountain View County Fair & Rodeo. 

“Our new scholarship process will award young users of our 
facilities who participate in our Fair & Rodeo,” says OAS Opera¬ 
tions Manager Rob Smith. “Essentially, the recipients we select 
will become the Olds Agricultural Society Youth Ambassadors.” 

The scholarship revision has resulted in the creation of an ag¬ 
gregate system that awards youth for participating in both live¬ 
stock and creative arts categories. Existing youth events for the 
creative arts, beef, dairy, sheep and heavy horse exhibitors will be 
used, as will new, non-commodity specific events like marketing, 
team and individual problem solving, and public speaking for the 
final selection. 

Exhibitors will qualify for the scholarship program from the 
age of 14 years of age up to the age of 21 as of the Fair dates. 
There will be eight individuals selected to compete in the final 
analysis for the three $1000 scholarships. The eight individuals 
will be comprised of the following: 

• One (1) entry specifically from the Youth (under 18) and Adult 
(aged 18 - 21) section of the Creative Arts exhibition, based on 
participation and achievement in at least 3-5 exhibits; 

• Two (2) entries representing the two highest aggregates in 
the beef section of junior activities; 

• Three (3) entries, one (1) each specifically representing the 
highest individual aggregate in each of the dairy, sheep and heavy 
horse sections of junior activities; 

• Two (2) entries from the overall aggregate calculation, in¬ 
cluding participation in youth creative arts and junior livestock 
sections of the Fair. 

Aggregate points will stress diversity of participation and over¬ 
all achievement. The system is based on aggregate stratifications 
that have been used successfully for the National Young Cattle¬ 
man Program at Bashaw and the Provincial I II Beef Heifer Show. 

The eight scholarships finalists will be interviewed by a panel 
of local community leaders to award the three $1000 scholarships 
accordingly. 

With the scholarships determined prior to the grandstand show 
on Saturday evening, OAS will introduce the scholarship recipi¬ 
ents in front of the Grandstand and make them official one-year 
Youth Ambassadors for the Olds Agricultural Society. 

The Mountain View County Fair & Rodeo runs at the Olds 
Agricultural Society exhibition grounds from Thursday, August 
9th to Sunday, August 12th. Other events include the profes¬ 
sional rodeo, one of the largest livestock shows in Alberta, the 
commercial Trade Fair, and the largest creative arts display in 
western Canada.

RESIDUE MANAGEMENT 

An essential step in direct seeding 


and chaff should be spread uni¬ 
formly over the width of the 
header or swather cut. Reduc¬ 
ing or eliminating fall tillage 
will keep straw anchored and 
standing to trap snow and pre¬ 
vent erosion.'' 

Residue that is not spread 
properly creates seeding prob¬ 
lems, such as hair pinning with 
disc openers, plugging between 
shanks of the seeder, cooler soil 
temperatures and delayed crop 
emergence. 

Heavy rows of straw or chaff 
may also tie up nitrogen. The 
net result is reduced crop com¬ 
petitiveness and yields, not to 
mention big time headaches at 
seeding. 

"A straw and chaff spreader 
must give an even and wide dis¬ 
tribution in the most difficult 
conditions," continues 

Gamache, "Most new combines 
come equipped with good straw 
and chaff spreaders, or can eas¬ 
ily be fitted with an after-mar¬ 
ket product. Older combines 
may be more difficult to convert 


Lack of standing, anchored 
stubble combined with low’ 
snowfall and days of wind led 
to some significant soil erosion 
throughout Alberta this spring. 
During the late 80s the prov¬ 
ince experienced some of the 
same problems. Some farmers 
at that time said never again 
and they made good on their 
promise by adopting direct 
seeding. 

"Planning ahead is critical 
when switching to a direct 
seeding system, says Peter 
Gamache, team leader of Re¬ 
duced Tillage LINKAGES. Ed- 
monton. 

Good residue management is 
one of the first and most im¬ 
portant steps in successfully 
adopting direct seeding. The 
most practical and cost effective 
way is with the combine. 

Key points to keep in mind 
are: a good straw and chaff 
spreader is essential; stubble 
height should not normally ex¬ 
ceed the row spacing of the 
seeding implement; and straw 


to a good spreading system. 
Cost, spread width, intended 
purpose (chaff spreader only or 
straw and chaff spreader) and 
type of drive varies between 
units." 

Other tools to help manage 
residues include heavy har¬ 
rows, baling, collecting chaff 
and crop rotations. 

Avoiding planting high resi¬ 
due crops back to back and al¬ 
ternating low’ residue or faster 
decomposing crops like canola 
and field peas with cereals, as 
well as working forages into the 
rotation can help. 

In rotations where heavy 
residue crops are back to back, 
removing the straw by baling 
periodically, will not be that 
detrimental to soil quality, es¬ 
pecially if manure is returned 
to the land. Semi-dwarf varie¬ 
ties can help with residue man¬ 
agement as well. 

Straw and chaff manage¬ 
ment is just one of the critical 
pieces of putting together a di¬ 
rect seeding system.

Conserving energy isn't just 
about adopting new innova¬ 
tions. 

"Many tested and proven 
ways of conserving energy’ can 
play a vital role in keeping your 
farm's energy costs down," says 
Murray Green, farm machinery 
engineer for Alberta Agricul¬ 
ture, Food and Rural Develop¬ 
ment.

A few exam¬ 
ples of options to trim energy 
inputs, and some recent publi¬ 
cations where more informa¬ 
tion on energy efficiency can be 
found, are listed below. 

Field equipment 

The April 2001 issue of 
AgTech Center Innovator has 
many practical tips to lower 
fuel consumption by field equip¬ 
ment. 

- tillage system - the most 
effective way to reduce fuel costs 
for tillage is to till less. Reduced 
tillage offers other benefits 
such as increased crop yields 
(depending on the soil zone and 
weather), soil moisture conser¬ 
vation and reduced time in the 
field. 

- tractor fuel efficiency - 
some ways to improve fuel effi¬ 
ciency include maintaining 
tires at the lowest correct pres¬ 
sure for the load the tires are 
carrying; using the right fuel 
for the season; and performing 
regular maintenance. Fuel-sav¬ 
ing measures can also prolong 
the life of the tractor.

FITNESS 

Obtaining a healthy body one stride at a time with walking

There is never a better time 
than the present to be con¬ 
cerned with your health. 

Many excuses are used to 
sabotage the ideas of exercis¬ 
ing such as; I'm too tired, I 
need to spend more time with 
my family or I can't afford to 
go to a gym. Logically think¬ 
ing our health should come 
first, without that not much 
else can follow. By simply tak¬ 
ing time to go for a walk every 
day, you are walking your way 
to fitness improvements, even¬ 
tual weight loss, and overall 
lifestyle benefits. 

Perhaps the word "exercise" 
is like the word "diet". People 
wish to shy away from them, 
because they are difficult to do. 
Walking, however, is some¬ 
thing that we do everyday 


without much thought. If you 
usually drive everywhere ask 
yourself if you could walk in¬ 
stead. I usually tell people not 
to think about it too much, 
because that word "sabotage" 
comes into play again. Instead 
just do it! Put on a good pair 
of walking shoes and go! 

Here are some general walk¬ 
ing tips concerning your 
safety: 

If you have any health con¬ 
cerns, consult your physician 
before beginning any type of 
exercise program. Ensure you 
have proper/comfortable foot¬ 
wear. Always walk so you are 
facing oncoming traffic. If you 
are walking at night, wear re¬ 
flective clothing so your are 
easily noticed. 

Warm up and cool down 

Warm up the muscles. First 
walk at an easy pace for ap¬ 


proximately seven to ten min¬ 
utes, this will help reduce the 
risk of injury to your joints 
and muscles. Then perform 
static stretches of the major 
muscle groups such as the 
calves, quadriceps, ham¬ 
strings, gluteal muscles and 
the Achilles Tendon. The 
stretches should be held for 15- 
30 seconds. Hold the stretch as 
far as possible without pain, 
release then repeat. When you 
have completed your walk pro¬ 
gram the same stretching ex¬ 
ercises should be performed to 
further reduce the chance of 
muscle soreness. 

Walking 20 to 30 minutes a 
day at an easy comfortable 
pace. As with all the walking 
programs your stride should 
feel comfortable. Look 
straight ahead and keep your 
chin up. Make sure your back 


and shoulders remain relaxed. 
Your arms swinging gently at 
your sides. Monitor your 
stride. Your strides shouldn’t 
be too long or too short. Gen¬ 
erally this is approximately 2 
or 3 mph. 

The Fat Burner Walking for 
approximately 30 to 60 min¬ 
utes a day. The pace is moder¬ 
ate to brisk and is approxi¬ 
mately 4 mph. You should have 
enthusiastic arm motion. The 
longer your walk the more 
energy will be used from fat 
stores within the body. 

The Speed Enhancer Done 
approximately once per week, 
consisting of short bouts of 
walking as fast as you can for 
25 to 30 seconds. 

Slowing the pace for about 
2 minutes, and repeated about 
ten times. 

Walking can be good for the 


whole family, take them with 
you. 

Walk the dog; they'll love 
you for it. Bring a friend, it 
really is easy and fun. By sim¬ 
ply following the "Taking It 
Easy" program you could burn 
approximately lOOkcal or 
420kj a day which translates 
into about lOlbs year. That’s 
without changing your cur¬ 
rent diet. 

Most people will gain about 
10 pounds a year without any 
exercise or diet modifications. 
You will reduce the risks of 
developing heart disease, dia¬ 
betes, obesity, osteoporosis, 
colon cancer and hypertension 
and stroke. The choice is 
yours!
